In a little over twelve months, the town of Mexia, 
Texas, has risen’ from a quiet rural town to the livest and 
busiest oil community in the Mid-Continent field. The 
possibilities of finding oil there had often been discussed 
but less evidence had been produced up to one year ago 
than has been found around Irma. About a year ago Mr. 
Nat. Harris, a well-known oil operator from Oklahoma, 
had a block of over-10,000 acres under lease. He and his 
associates drilled a well 3060 feet, but getting nothing 
except a small showing of gas, the leases were abandon- 
ed, and he returned to Oklahoma. About this time Col. 
Humphreys and his associates. commenced operations, 
and at around 3100 feet, only fifty feet deeper than the 
abandoned well, they brought in some of the) best. wells 
in Texas. At least eleven wells had been abandoned be- 
fore this owing to the correct formation not having been 
located and in some instanées, to not drilling deep en- 
ough, To-day Mexia has hundreds of wells whose total 
production amounts to over one hundred and fifty. thou-

administration. and without neglecting the needs of the: country, as to bring 
the Provincial budget within the total of revenue obtainable. 

In the Prairie Provinces, Provincial Treasurers are badly handicapped 
when it comes to increasing revenues as the instruments for so doing that | 
are available to them are few in number and limited in their operations, -Un- 
like the older Provinces, the Prairie Provinces do not enjoy ownership and } 
control of their natural resources, nor is there that accumulated wealth in| 
this. new country ‘which is to be found in the older settled patts of Canada 
and which through succession duties and corporation taxes is made to yieid'.a 

substantial Provincial revenue. Ontario, for exanrple, is reported to have 
profited to the extent of $4,500,000 from succession duties -alone. this year, 
where as the amount so obtainable in Saskatchewan is a mere bagatelle. | 

. It was natural, therefore, that the Saskatchewan Legislature should again | 
and most vigorously voice a demand for the transfer of the natural resources 
of the Provinces to the local Government, and the sister Prairie Provinces 
can be depended upon to join in the demand. Such a transfer must+soon be 
effected if a serious financial situation fs not to become acute, and a still 
stronger feeling of irritation against the older Provinces develop because of | 
a sense of the injustice now suffered by the West.

hinery this well should soon be completed. In the 
Viking field, roa of Irma, most of the leases have been 
tied up by litigation with the City of Edmonton and the 
Northern Alberta Gas Co. Originally the gas rights were 
reserved by the City of Edmonton who intended to have 
the gas piped to supply the citizens of Edmonton. A 
franchise was given the Gas Co., and nine or ten wells 
were drilled. All of these wells which were from one to 
two miles apart were capped after from three to five mil- 
lion feet of gas had been recorded. Som oil had been 
found in several of the holes: but as the company only 
had the gas rights no effort was made to explore deeper 
for oil. After the wells had been completed, some dis- 
pute arose between the city and the company as to the 
rate to be charged for gas delivered at Edmonton. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made during the last few months 
to have the Company go ahead with the laying of the 
pipe line, or to have the Government cancell the leases 
so that private capital can develop’ them for oil. These 
leases extend to within about five miles west of Irma.. 
In the Czar and Monitor fields south of Irma, some 
six wells were started by reliable confpanies during 1921. 
The West Regent Oil Co., (a Scotch syndicate) have the 


Geapeet hole in this district. On Section 19-34-5, their 


drill passed the 2500 foot.mark early last winter. Oil 
had started to come in the hole, but owing to the very 
cold weather, and no facilities have been arranged for 
saving the oil, it was de@ided to close the rig down till 
spring. The men have just returned to the camp and pre- 


parations are being made for an early start to finish the 
- well, On Section 5-35-4, near the town of Monitor, the 
Talpey-Arnold Co. started drilling but only-got a few) 


hundred feet when they closed down for the winter. We 
presume this well will be in operation again in a few 
eks.

Section 1-34-5 about three miles from the West Regent 
well, preparations are under way for resuming operations 
at this camp.

these locations on Section 29-32-4. the Imperial Oil Co., 
are erecting a new rig in place of the one that was burn- 
ed by a gas explosion early in the winter.

dications. Early one morning an explosion | happened 
which burned the rig and machinery. On account of the 
very cold weather it was decided to suspend operations 


till spring, and the men were sent to work on the rotary 


rig at Irma. 

In the six townships in which the Iniperial Oil Co., 
have secured most of their leases. around Irma, a num- 
ber of private lease holders have pooled their leases and 
formed a holding company. This company is arranging 
for three drilling companies to develop part of these lea- 
ses on a royalty, basis. These leases are scattered over 
Townships 45 and,46, Ranges 7, 8 and 9, and include 
some of the most promising locations in Eastern Alberta. 
The contract with the Holding Company will allow each 
driller to hold parts of leases in all parts of these town- 
ships. Each driller will have holdings adjoining other 


rigs drilling on ‘the company’s land, which would be im-| 


possible to secure through dealing with private owners. 
. With the high price of gasoline and oil in western Can- 
ada, and the high freight rates from foreign fields, new 
refineries will be built as soon as production is assured. 


With all these wells under way, unless the predictions of |
